President 
Shaffer answered, telling the men not 
to come out unless they were organized, 
If organized, they should strike, for 
they are needed. 

In the afternoon a telegram was re- 
ceived from Duncansville asking that 
an organizer be sent te them at once. 
In compliance with thi@ request, Vice- 
President John Pierce started for Dun- 
cansville this evening to complete the 
organization. The Duncansville plant 
is the last of the hoop plants to remain 
at work, and the Amalgamated As- 
sociation officials say that if they are 
successful n closing this plant they 
will be masters of the situation, as far 
as the Steel Hoop Company is con- 
cerned at least. 

In the immediate vicinity of Pitts- 
burgh the evident intention of the com- 
pany to attempt the reopening of the 
Dewees-Wood plant at McKeesport is 
the only incident so far calculated to 
cause uneasiness. The notices posted 
today were placed with the probable ex- 
pectation of securing the early return 
to town of many of the workers who 
have gone on fishing and other trips. 
The men claim to be cqnfident that 
enough men cannot be sec to oper- 
ate the mill, and say no opposition 
will be made to any who wish to go in. 
The police authorities, though, going on 
the principle that in time of peace is 
the best time to prepare for war. have 
taken every precaution, and feel pre- 
pared to cope with any trouble that 
may arise.

The Federal Senate Will Not

given out from London last night by 
Lord Pauncefote, British Ambassador 
to the United States, upon the canal 
treaty, and American differences with 
Canada, has created a great deal of 
interest here.

Lord Pauncefote is naturally an opti- 
mist, which accounts for the unusually 
hopeful fdeling he expresses in this 
case, and beyond that he is a political 
judge of the finest discernment.

Governor Fishback and Mayor

CRIPPLE CREEK (Colo.) July 18.— 
The feature of the third-day’s session 
of the Transmississippi Commercial 
Congress was the discussion of the re- 
port of the Resolutions Committee. The 
most spirited discussions were on the 
resolution giving the industries a place 
in the President's Cabinet, and that 
giving subsidies to encourage Amer- 
ican shipping. 

There was a large attendance of del- 
egates. John H. Smith of Utah, the 
newly-chosen president, made an ad- 
dress at the morning session. Presi- 
dent Smith thanked the congress for, 
his preferment. His address was filled 
‘with patriotic sentiment and received 
liberal applause. 

Several resolutions were introduced, 
including one favoring improvement of 
the Brazos River of Texas as far as 
Waco, and one for the abolition of the 
taxes levied upon the whites in the 
Indian Territory for the suppoft of the 
Indians. J. W. Higgins, Mayor of 
Waco, spoke on the subject of “Indus- 


trial The address was full 
of wit and eloquence and patriotism, 
and kept the congress in an uproar of 
applause. John C. Cutler of Lehi, 
Utah, followed with an address giving 
a history of the beet-sugar industry. 

Gov. Fishback of Arkansas, chalir- 
man of the Committee on Resolutions, 
read the report of the committee, which 
was adopted after considerable debate. 
It favors the construction by the gen- 
eral government of reservoirs and 
canals for the reclamation of arid lands 
and the enactment of laws by State and 
nation to encourage the construction 
of storage dams to increase the rain- 
fall; suggests the issuance of bonds by 
the government with which reclamation 
of arid lands may be accomplished, the 
money to be refunded by the settle- 
ments in the purchase price of the 
lands. E 

It also asks for the establishment of a 
department of mining and a depart- 
ment of commerce, each to be repre- 
sented in the President’s Cabinet; fa- 
vors Statehood for Arizona, New Mex- 
ico and Oklahoma, and a suitable gov- 
ernment for the Indian Territory; fa- 
vors the immediate construction of a 
Pacific cable and the Nicaraguan 
canal; asks that the Interstate Com- 
merce Law be amended: demands the 
abolition of the fee system in the con- 
sular service; favors laws to encourage 
the beet-sugar industry; indorses an 
intercontinental railway: advocates 
restoration of the merchant marine, 
asks more liberal appropriations for 
river and harbor improvements, and 
provides for the appointment of a com- 
mitte of five to lay the above matters 
before the next Congress.

KANSAS CITY, July 18.—Good rains 
following those of yesterday fell. after 
midnight last night and during today in 
many points in the Southwest. Still 
more is predicted for tonight. The area 
covered was principally in Southwest- 
ern Missouri, Central and Southern 
Kansas and in the central part of the 
Indian Territory and Oklahoma coun- 
try. The heaviest fall was around 
Wichita, and nearly two and a half 
inches of water fell. :

EATH OF F. M. FRENCH. 


Well-known Contractor Succumbs to 


an Attack of Appendicitis— Was a 
„Man of Large Affairs. 


Frank M. French, senior member of 
the contracting firm of French & Reed, 
died yesterday evening at the Pacific 
Hospital, after a serious illness of about 
ten days’ duration, 

Mr. French was a victim of appendi- 
citis, of which he had been a chronic 
sufferer for some time, although it was 
not until recently that he learned what 
alled him. The disease was so far de- 
veloped when he went to the hospital, 
that the operation which the doctors 
performed failed to save his life.

July 18.—[By Manila Ca- 
ble] The United States Civil Com- 
mission today announced that after 
three months’ trial of a provincial form 
of government in the islands of Cebu 
and Bohul and the province of Batan- 
gas, Luzon, control of those districts, 
owing to their incomplete pacifica- 
tion, has been returned to the military 
authorities, it having been proved that 
the communities indicated are back- 
ward and undeserving of civil admin- 
istration. The provincial and civil of- 
ficials of these designated districts will 
continue their functions, but are now 
under the authority of Gen. Chaffee, 


instead of that of Civil Gow. Taft, as 


heretofore. Gen. Chaffee has the 
power arbitranly to remove from of- 
fice any or all provincisl or civil of- 
ficials and to abrogate any section 
of the laws promulgated in these three 
provinces. 
The residents of the island of Cebu 
have protested, but without success, 


against the return of that island to, 


military control. Several towns in Cebu 
are still besieged by the insurgents. 
The insurrection on the Island of Boho! 
has been renewed, and ineurgent sen- 
timent in the province of Batangas is 
strong.

EORGE ALLEN, a milkman, was 

mysteriously shot and painfully 

wounded at 3:20 o'clock this morn- 
ing in the side yard of the residence of 
F. R. Warner, No. 716 South Hill 
street. 

Allen conducts a dairy at Vermont 
avenue and Golden street, and attends 
to the delivery of his milk himself. 
This morning he stopped his team in 
front of the Warner home, went to the 
rear of the house, and placed a pint 
of milk in a box near the door. 

As he turned to leave he suddenly 
saw a flash, and heard the report of 
a pistol within six feet of him, and at 
the same time felt a pang of pain in 
his left leg, between the knee and the 
hip. He fell, but at once got up and 
ran to his wagon. He drove to the 
Abbotsford Inn, at Eighth and Hope 
streets and reported what had hap- 
pened’. 

The police were immediately notified 
and a dozen officers were seen at the 
place. Dr. Martindale, who rooms at 
the Abbotsford Inn, was called out 
and dressed the wound, after which the 
injured milkman was sent to the Re- 
ceiving Hospital. 

Acting Chief Bradish and several 


policemen went at once to the scene 
of the shooting. Mr. Warner's family 
was awakened, but mone of them ex- 
cept a servant girl had heard the shot. 
She stated that she had been awakened 
by the report of the pistol, and hai 
heard the wounded man groan. 

Ars. Maley, who rooms in an adjoin- 
ing house, told the officers that she 
was awake at the time, and a moment 
befcre the shot was fired had heard a 
sound as if two men were talking. She 
heard him deliver the milk and then 
start away. Instantly there was 
sound of @ shot. She saw no person, and 
only heard what she told the officers. 
She said she thought burglars were try- 
ing to enter the next house, and ex- 
pected that they would be frightened 
awer. 

Mrs. Maley'’s theory, and at prerent 
the theory of the police, is that Allen 
surprised burglars in the act of trying 
to bresk into the house, and they, 
thinking he saw them, shot him and 
made their escape. No one was seen, 
even by Allen, 
found in the yard. 

Allen's wound is in the fleshy part of 
the leg, the bullet passing through that 
member. The shot was not at an angle, 
but wes directly from the front. The 
injury is not necessarily serious.

In the Horticultural Office of this 
county there is and has been for the 
past eighteen months an exhibit of the 
results of an experiment, made for the 
purpose of demonstrating whether or 
not the Codling moth could be attracted 
and caught by means of lights and 
an orchard at night 


The experiment was made in an ap- 
ple orchard, and was continued every 


night for the space of an hour (8 p.m. 
until § p.m.) from May 1 until Septem- 
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and Stockyard. 
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ber 30. Thousands of insects were 
taken and examined, specimens of 113 
different varieties being mounted and 
preserved, but not one single Codling 
moth was taken during the entire sum- 

mer. There is no ground for any claim 
of mistaken identity in this case, as 
hundreds of Codling moths were being 
raised in breeding cages during the 
game summer for the purpose of deter- 
mining whether there was any varia- 
tion in size, color or markings of the 
insect, as it appears in Southern Cali- 
fornia, compared with the description 
and photographs of Prof. M. V. Glinger- 
land in the East. 

This experiment was carefully and 
impartially made with a view to arriv- 
ing at the facts in the case as they 
occur in this county and may be ac- 
cepted as fairly conclusive.

Short Orange Crop. 


Merely as a reflex of what the 
orange growers are thinking these 
days about the coming crop, and 


as a record of personal observations 
while traveling in Riverside county last 
Tuesday and Wednesday, I may an- 
nounce that the opinion is general that 
the coming orange crop will be short 


as much as 20 per cent. of normal. 
As the proportion of yo orchards 
to the old is getting less e year we 


should not figure on a normal output 
in carloads the coming season, for the 
trees just coming into bearing will not 
nearly offset the deficiency. The dis- 
count figured above is a pretty reliable 
basis for the eastern portion of the 
citrus belt and is especially applicable 
to the Azusa Valley, Ontario, Colton, 
Highand, Riverside and Corona. It is 
a case in which the bloom did not set 
heavily, and not of the falling off of 
formed oranges. I am reliably in- 
formed thaf the deficit is not caused by 
lack of soil fertilization, which places 
the cause in the category of climatic 
influence. 

All orange growers have noticed the 
extreme vigor of the average tree. It 
has put on a more than satisfactory 
wood growth. The climatic influences 
for the last two years have been con- 
ducive to this. Heavy wood growth 
the preceding year is against the proper 
development of the flower pistils, and 
I betieve the somewhat sparse setting 
of fruit is due to the excessive growth 
in which warm seasons and heavy fer- 
tilization figure. On the other hand, 
unfruitfulness may be caused by lack 
of fertilization, so the happy medium is 
perhaps met by the present propor- 
tions of fertilizers and an ordinary sea- 
son of wood growth. There may be 
minor causes, some of which I note for 
the farmers’ consideration. Not all the 
orange flowers are strong or perfect 
enough to set fruit under ideal condi- 
tions; a year of genera! fungus attack 
may witness the poisoning of the deli- 
cate organs of the flower by fungi: 
change from long and excessive warmth 
to sudden cold may weaken the flow- 
ers’ vigor. 

That Conference Meeting. 

The Times publighed in yesterday 
mo Is issue the rules adopted by 
the convention of horticultural commis- 
sioners held at Riverside last Tuesday 
and Wednesday—triles that will be of 
general interest to the nurserymen and 
tree planters of the State. The conven- 
tion held three sessions, lasting about 
ten hours altogether, representing al! 
the southern counties except Santa 
Barbara, and attended by eleven com- 
missioners. The entire time of the 
meeting was devoted tothe attempt to 
unify the rules and regulations touch- 
ing the movement of trees and plants 
from the nursery to the plantation. The 
attempt met with far more success than 
was expected at the close of the first 
session, and at the close each county 
commission gave a pledge to enact the 
joint rules adopted as the official rules 
for each. 

This conference is perhaps the first 
earnest attempt to bring about a uni- 
form body of rules to govern every 
county of the southern citrus beit, and 
while its work was necessarily defect- 
ive, a spirit of mutual support was de- 
veloped that bids fair for more effect- 
ive work in the future. The commis- 
sioners who attend these meetings have 
to pay their own expenses, and lose the 
time spent in the conferences. The 
next meeting will be held at San Diego 
in September, and nearly every com- 
missioner has promised to attend. 


Orchard Renovation. 

I saw a splendid mountain eagle sit- 
ting on the branch of an orange tree, 
a half-dozen monkeys climbing about 
the limbs of another orange tree, two 
great wild cats and two raccoons repos- 
ing against the trunk of another, and 
birds of all lands twittering among the 
leaves of a row Of our famous citrus 
trees. Do not think that Riverside 
navel orange trees have sported into 
bearing this wonderful array of ani- 
mals and birds. It was only a case of 
superior use—an orange grove trans- 
formed into a zotjlogical garden down 
on Magnolia avenue. 

There are tens of thousands of cit- 
rus and deciduous trees in Southern 
California whose roots, leaves and 
branches bear a more variegated lot 
of strange sucking, creeping things, 
and whose circulating system is 
clogged with bacterial disease--more 
useless and inexcusable of existence 
than the trees at Riverside support- 
ing their interesting menagerie. I see 
dozens of orchards in my rounds which 
should be destroyed from the face of 
the earth, and hundreds which need 
thorough renovation. But this asser- 
tion relates to deciduous trees in most 
cases. 

Antagonistic as it may seem, the or- 
chard trees of the southern counties 
were never 80 dilapidated, never so 
exuberant, as at the present time. This 
is better understood by the explana- 
tion that this season witnesseth the 
death of thousands of trees stricken 
with fatal disease during the four or 
five very dry years preceding this, and 
just now giving up the struggle 
for good. Apricot, prune, pear and 
apple trees, which were in appearance 
reasonably vigorous last summer, are 
now done for, and the abundant rains 
of last winter could not save them. 
Many sickly specimens, in some cases 
hundreds in a single orchard, are yet 
in appearance green and promising. In 
reality, the hard drv years have so 
weakened the roots that fungus dis- 
eases and other forms of decay have 
taken hold to finish the work. 
Those trees which were not stricken 
by adversity during the four years of 


pry are up and doing, as they seldom 
ail before. They are 95 or 99 per cent. 
of te citrus trees, and perhaps 75 per 
cent. of the deciduous trees. What 
t do with the 25 per cent. of the latter 
is the question for the tree doctors to 
decide. 


What to Do. 


In a large majority of examples of 
sick trees the ranche‘r is probably in 
need of stove wood. This summer is 
the time for replenishing the fuel de- 
partment, Every orchardist should be 
his own physician. He cannot cure the 
trees affected with cellular disease. It is 
to the plant as blood poisoning to the 
animal, and if he judges his trees care- 
fully and well and finds them fatally 
touched, though affected with lingering 
disease, amputation two feet below the 
ground is the cheapest remedy. 

Orchardists should know that the 
great fruit-growing fad which has 
swept over the great eastern rain belt 
during the last two decades is meet- 
ing worse difficulties than is the de- 
id ous- fruit fad of California, with far 
less incentive to rally. With this before 
them, orchard renovation will engage 
the attention of eastern fruit growers 
as it never did before. There they have 
vital diseases, destructive pests, tree- 
killing frosts and age attacking their 
orchards, with little encouragement to 
begin again. Here, the orchardists have 
the incentive of beautifying homes 
that will be always in demand, and 
that will suffer more from neglect than 
farms depending only on commercial 
uses; here is hope of good prices as the 
evolution progresses, and the selection 
becomes more hopeful of success: Every 
community should cultivate public sen- 
timent toward the renovation and res- 
toration of its diseased and neglected 
orchards. The scenic effect requires it, 
the eafety of cared-for orchards de- 
mands it. I have traveled far and wide 
in Los Angeles, San Bernardino and 
Riverside counties since last address- 
ing the readers of The Times, and the 
question most forcibly presented to me 
was the necessity of a general rejuve- 
nation of the deciduous-fruit orchards 
and vineyards where disease has 
stricken them. I would suggest that the 
farmers’ clubs take up this question as 
their first topic for fall diecussion. 

A query comes to this department 
from Pacific Beach as follows: Would 
you give us a few ‘notes afield’ in re- 
| gard 10 the proper time for pruning 
lemon trees? In what month or months 
should it be done, and what are the 
reasons for doing the pruning at one 
time more than another?” 

Answer: No lemon pruner who 
knows his business would advise you to 
prune by the almanac. If pruning is to 
be done in the usual skimpy way do it 
at any time you have an idle hour. It 
will not hurt your trees or crops. But 
I think the inquirer wishes to know 
when to prune for the control of the 
wood growth of the tree. I saw thous- 
ands—tens of thousands—of lemon 
trees at Riverside that had been cut 
back upon the hard-wood growth. The 
new branches indicated that the work 
had been done in March. It was all 


coo 


sequently had been pruned at the 
period of spring dormancy. This is 
the only reliable rule I know of, that 
where you cut back hard and fast 
toward the trunk to induce that open, 
flat top so desirable, do the work just 
before the tree is ready to start, with 
all its vitality to the formation of new 
growth. But a better way is to begin 
the formation of tops when the trees 
are in their first year’s growth. 

I saw a lemon grove in this county 
last week that had been trimmed by a 
wood butcher. The trees resembled the 
sweet-bay trees the Hollanders send 


hotel lobbies and small landscapes. 
Think of the Eureka lemon being sub- 
jected to such  treatment—round- 
headed to the rule with not enough old 
wood to make a toothpick. It would 
be bad enough to serve a Lisbon thus. 
Get into a lemon locality where ad- 
vanced methods of pruning are in vogue 
and you will see the so-called Baronio, 
the modified Baronio or round, open- 
center method, the one-deck form, the 
open-horizontal and many other form 
and formless methods of pruning, the 
attempt being in every case to prevent 
the formation of long, spurless, weakly 
branches, and to encourage the reverse 
formations. 

Vineyard Planting. 

Hundreds of acres of new vineyard 
have been established i; San Bernardino 
county this spring. To the northward 
of the Santa Fs track, on the east and 
west side of Etiwanda, the extension 
of vines is most marked, and the plants 
are coming on in fine style. Grape 
growers must have had a tip that top 
prices would prevail in the next few 
years, otherwise they should not have 
Planted so abundantly. The older 
vines in San Bernardino county are 
looking well, the only disease prevailing 
out there being the powdery mildew. 
While at Riverside I heard that the 
vineyards at Hesperia had been at- 
tacked by phylloxera several years ago, 
but the report is not altogether credible. 
No evidence of it is there now, for the 
vines have largely disappeared, prob- 
ably from neglect and lack of water. 
The habjts of phylloxera are such that 
they do not multiply in sandy or light 
soils, and there is little to fear from 
the ravages of that insect. 

I hear some objection to the ordinance 
prohibiting the importation of vines, on 
the ground that its regulations are so 
strict that the propagators of Southern 
California will be prevented from im- 
porting resistant stock on which to 
grow the improved grapes. That ob- 
jection can be overcome by any one 
who wishes to introduce new stock 
from non-infected districts for his own 
propagation, but it will be some trou- 
ble and expense to do it. From the 
latest reports from Fresno the quaran- 
tinting of grape plants and cuttings was 
not done a day too soon, for they indi- 
cate that the insect has spread in its 
winged state. The ordinance will have 
to be ob--rved as far as this county 
is concerned, and if the advice of the 
Association of Horticultural Commis- 
sioners is observed, all the other 
counties in Southern California will 
soon have ordinances equally as strict. 
I hope they will adopt ordinances at 
once so that Los Angeles county need 
not quarantine against the six other 
counties now exempt.

State Road Oiling. 

I saw the outfit récently . 
by the State at work oiling the road 
leading northward from Etiwanda 
station, on my way to San Bernardino 
last Tuesday. The experiment is being 
tried on a very sandy portion of the 
highway, several miles in extent prior, 
it is stated, to olling the desert roads 
as fat as the State appropriation will 
permit.

While at Riverside I 
saw hundreds of orange trees 80 cov- 
ered with the lime dust from the 
macadam, that they appeared to have 
been sprayed. The general use of oil 
will soon be necessary to protect the 
trees as well as to make the roads 
both comfortable and useful for sum- 
mer travel. 


Top Prices for Lemons. 

Last Wednesday I saw seven carloads 
of lemons at one packing-house in San 
Bernardino county, ready to send East 
to satiate, in part the heavy demand 
for that fruit. Every lemon section is 


rushing out its lemons as fact as men 


and steam can carry them. The price 
is enough to tempt the growers. After 
a discouraging lull of eight months or 
so, much of which time the fruit would 
scarcely pay freight, the growers find 
themselves in the swim again, with 
their lemons in active demand at from 
$4.50 to $5 per box. It is predicted 
that prices will go much higher should 
the hot weather continue generally over 
the eastern portions of the continent. 
With the exception of the poor keeping 
qualities of a small portion of the ship- 
ments the trade is in the same buoy- 
ant condition that characterized it last 
season. 


A Warning. 


I find on a „ 
in the southern part of this county that 
only a few farmers who have Russian 
thistle upon their lands realize the dan- 
ger that is before them. One farmer 
east of Redondo said. he. had extreme 
difficulty in disposing of his hay on 
account of the prickly weeds it con- 
tained, but he did not know it was this 
noxious weed he was dealing with. 4 
roadways for miles are lined with th 
thistle and in one place I found several 
hundred acres in a stubble field liter- 
aly overrun with it. The hay was 
practically ruined, and yet the weed 
had been in that neighborhood but two 
seasons. 

Many of the more wide-awake ranch- 
ers are alive to the danger and are 
following the pest with fire and hoe. 
They complain that the landlords are 
largely to blame for its introduction, 
as it was scattered by the great bands 
of sheep which are allowed to pasture 
upon the stubble lands, preventing the 
destruction of the thistle by fire. I 
belfeve if the farmers knew the calam- 
ity that is confronting them they would 
not rest till a general crusade was put 
afloat for the destruction of this great 
weed pest. The supervisors have passed 
a stringent ordinance, aimed directly at 
the Russian thistle, and are determined 
to enforce it before the weed gets be- 
yond control. Fruit growers are in- 
terested, for I saw orchards overrun 
and alfalfa growers will have to quit 
if the plant gets a start in their fields. 
It is time all were up and doing, for 
the seeds are now forming and it will 
soon be too late to fight the thistle 
successfully. Every neighborhood should 
join together for its destruction with- 
out waiting for the enforcement of the 

ordinance. Landholders, get this mat- 
ter before yourselves act at once. 
A few days’ delay will be fatal.

Anent Forest Preservation. 

George J. Mitchell writes the follow 
ing letter upon a very interesting topic, 
and I hope its publication will help to 
awaken a new public interest upon this 
point. 

“IT am a regular subscriber to The 
Times, Mr. Editor, and I want to thank 
you heartily for your splendid edit * 
in Sunday's Times on “Forestry.” 
Times has published several editorials 
on this most vital topic, all of which I 
have preserved. I am the local crank 
and leader in forestry matters. I have 
lectured throughout this locality, ad- 
dressing farmers’ clubs, boards of 
trade, and the like, and trying to 
awaken some interest in our forest re- 
serve, the management (or more prop- 
erly the mismanagement) thereof, and 
the reforesting of the same. It is up- 
hill and discouraging work. My re- 
marks were indo as strictly true, 
and the course Irecommended as the 
one to be adopted was acknowledged as 
entirely practical, but that seems about 
the result attained, for nothi was 
done. I was patted on the back and 
told that, throwing in my time and 
— my own expenses, I would be al- 
owed to take the matter up all over 
Southern California. When it came to 
getting financial support for the Los 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce I was 
quietly but firmly turned down. River- 
side and other places can raise both 
money and enthusiasm to fight reci- 
procity treaties, but this subject of for- 
estry, which is much more important to 
our industry than all the treaties ever 
made, creates no enthusiasm. All the 
world over a baré mountain has made 
a barren valley, and we are doing as 
horticulturists about all we can to 
make our mountains bare. 

No one among us has a right to pray 
for rain. Itis a gross insult ＋ 
ator for us to do 80. as ty 
by our criminal neglect of lain duty 
in allowing, as we do, the destruction of 
the very agency God has placed upon 
our mountain sides to bring us the rain 
we so much need. have been a care- 
ful observer of weather conditions for 
over thirty years; I was trained to 
make such observations intelligently, 
and in my opinion we have in the 
region from Los Angeles to Redlands 
—— from 50 to 75 per cent. of our local 


rains. 

Last winter, of 21 inches of rainfall 
at this place, not quite 1% inches could 
be c as local. We should nave at 
this point between six and eight inches 
on an average of local rain. e con- 
nection between our rapidly-baring 
mountain sides and our steadily-dimin- 
ishing local rains is too close and too 
d for any thinking man to deny.

The Olive Industry. 

Of the many new enterprises of 
Southern California, none seems te give 
greater promise of permanent success 
than the olive 

In new soils and climates all pro- 
ductions must go through an experi- 


mental and amateur experience, not 
only in producing and curing, but also 
in establishing a market. he wine, 


the raisin, the une, the orange, and 
in fact all California fruits have gone 
through these stages with success, 
based on many prior special local and 
general failures. Localities and soils 
were found unsuitable, others were 
found highly suitable. 

So it has been with the olive, until 
at present many localities have been 
found eminently adapted to the growth 
and fruiting of the tree. As a result 
it may now be safely said that a 
locality free from the damp fog of the 
ocean, where fungi and the black sca 
do not exist, and where t does not 
kill the bloom, will grow the olive. 

A warm gravelly or somewhat sandy 
soil with limestone ingredients and 
sufficient moisture will insure a rapid, 
healthy growth of 
make a luxuriant tree, 
necessarily insure a regular crop. 

In fact, the objection has 
generally raised, with good reason, 
that the olive is a shy and trregular 
bearer. This can be overcome, by 
proper treatment, in the olive, as well 
as in any other vegetable growth, and 
the tree be made to produce an abun- 
dant crop each year. 

Two things are required, plant food 
and pruning. A tree is a machine. It 
cannot manufacture products unless 
supplied with the proper raw material 


| out of which to manufacture the prod- 
uct. No fruit trees, and for that mat- 
ter no vegetable growth, can manu- 
facture fruit or grain unless the fruit 
or n ingredients are in the soil. 

natural accumulated supply in 
virgin soil is soon cropped out, and 
the crop falls, unless artificial fertil- 
‘izers replace the ingredients. 

The orange orchards soon exhausted 
the fruit ingredients and crops failed, 
but fertilizers restored the fruit 
and from this the tree proceeded 
once to manufacture regular crops — 
lucious and profitable fruit. The same 
is true of the olive. It is in fact a uni- 
versal law of plant life. 

If an olive or other orchard is not 


result? 

First, a heavy crop of large, fine 
fruit manufactured out of the accu- 
mulated fruit food in the virgin soil, 
When this, in a few years, is ex- 
hausted, the tree blooms, and not nav 
ing sufficient fruit food, falls to set 
the fruit. .During the year no crop on 
the tree allows the fruit food to ac- 
cumulate in the soil, and the next 
year, possibly, a small crop of in- 
ferior fruit. Or there may be a sue- 
cession of years with only scatterin 
fruit. During thie period the f 
accumulates in the soil, and a heavy 
crop is the result, A continuous crop 
of wheat or corn or any one product 
will so impoverish the soll by eating 
up the fruit food that the same cro 
will be a complete failure. The lan 
must, then, be allowed to rest until 
the decomposition of the soll or fer- 
tilization restores the fruit food. 

These facts are known to the farm- 
ing population of the world, and are 
acted upon. 

The same holds good as to the olive. 
It first uses up the fruit food of the 
virgin soil, giving large, fine fruit. 
Then the fruit machinery stops for 
want of material, and the owner joins 
his neighbors in wondering why his 
young olive orchard bore such fine 
crops of large olives, and why, when 
the trees get old. they don't bear, ex- 
cept very ai y, and then mostly 
inferior fru 

In view 7) what is said above, the 
answer is very evident. The olive is 
a heavy bearer when it has the fruit 
food, and as a consequence uses from 
the soil an immense quantity of fruit 
food. Two hundred pounds of olives 
cannot grow on a tree supplied with 
only fifty pounds of fruit food, any 
more than a foundry can make a 90 
pound casting with fifty pounds of 
metal. In other words, if the roots of 
an olive tree are furnished with all 
the fruit food every year that they 
can take up, the tree will manufacture 
it into a crop of olives each year. So 
will any other healthy fruit tree do 
the same. 

Apple, peach, apricot and other fruft 
trees, exhaust the ingredients from the 
soil, grow old, cease to fruit, and die 
out. They literally starve to death, 
and the owner sadly remarks that he 
does not know why such a remarkable 
condition exists, and thinks it is some 
disease. 

Let him put back into the soil what 
the tree has taken out; let him furnish

Pruning is cant auxiliary to the 
crop.

The foregoing obeervations are based 
on my personal handling of some two 
hundred acres of olives from the 
nursery to bearing, at Pacoima, near 
San Fernando. 

In this locality are nearlv two thous- 
and acres in olives, all of fine. clean, 
health’y growth. free from scale, fungi 
or iniurtous frosts. The concurrent 
experience of the various growers are 
along the lines herein indicated.

NO PARADISE.

American Laundry Has 
Its Troubles. 


Agitators Stronghold is 
Not a Mint. 


Still Some Employees Say They 
Made Better Wages 


Before Strike. 


“You can't fool all of the people all 
of the time.“ 

Never has the wisdom of that saying 
of the immortal Lincoln been more 
amply proved than in the aftermath of 
the laundry strike in Los Angeles. 

Unionism and its bossism have proved 
unsatisfactory to employers and em- 
ployé, and the American, the lone union 
laundry, furnishes striking proof. 

Over three hundred contented giris 
were seduced from their positions by 
the false statements of the agitators; 
most of them now confess their error, 
when they know they can speak their 
minds without falling beneath the 
union lash. 

The proprietors of every laundry in 
the city save one fought union dicta- 
tion and won. The organ of the agi- 
tators has untruthfully held them up as 
oppressors, and otherwise vainly 
striven to get them to recognize the 
union. 

But the point harped on most per- 
sistentiy was the perfectly lovely state 
of affairs at the one union laundry. The 
American was painted as the earthly 
paradise of employer and employé. Un- 
der union dictation it was stated that 
every one was enjoying peace and pros- 
perity. These statements are false. 

UNIONISM A FAILURE. 

According to assertions of both em- 
pleyers and employés neither are entire- 
ly satisfied. The establishment has been 
conducted = strictly under union rules, 
and while it has had more work than it 
could well handle, the wonderful results 


— thé unten, how- 


— union leaders have not, 


ever, has not to this day been signed 
by the directors, at least not to the 
knowledge of the manager or foreman. 
The prospect is that it never will be 
signed. The union leaders have been 
chary about forcing matters, for fear 
of losing what they already have, and 
the stockholders already perceive that 
the defeat of the strikers will kill the 
union. 

With the diminution of trade bound 
to come, now that the other laundries 
are about able to run at their full ca- 
pacity, the wise ones at the American 
see it will not longer pay them to put 
up with union dictation. 

At the present time the margin of 
profit on the immense output is exceed- 
ingly small. The laundry is running 
night and day, with large crews, but 
the cost of doing the work is too great 
to allow even a fair profit. 

OUTLOOK NOT ROSY. 

Any good business man would say 
that present results are anything but 
promising for future prosperity and 
stability of the concern. The wear and 
tear on machinery run continuously 
must be reckoned a large item in con- 
sidering returns — capital invested. 
Then come the large commissions of- 
fered to secure drivers to handle the 
large output. 

The officials say the principal leak 
is in the night work. It is impossible 
to do as much work as in the day time, 
and the cost of labor is the same. 
Then, again, the union hands feel so 
sure of their places that they work 
along at any old speed, and although 
the laundry is jammed with workers, 


they do not get out as much work as 


a smaller, but more active force. 
WORKERS GRUMBLE, 

Still, even 
there has been some grumbling. No 
trouble was considered possible when 
there was so much at stake for the 
union, and there will probably be none. 
But some of the comparatively few of 
the strikers favored with jobs are find- 
ing that unionism, even while working, 
is a delhsion. 

The eyes of Los Angeles are on this 
object lesson of unionism, and, of 
course, any discontent will be smoth- 
ered if possible. Two of the employés 
of the American yesterday declared 
that they were doing better all around 
before the strike, than under the union 
scale. The managers say that in some 
cases the scale is lower than the wages 
paid all over the city before the strike, 
but that on the whole it averages just 
about the same. Many markers or dis- 
tributors were getting as high as $24 
a week before the strike. The union 
scale only calls for $15 and $18. 

OFFICIALS TALK. 


“The union scale is all right for the 
emp'oyers,” said Foreman Miller of the 


American, yesterday, but you know 


the complaint never was based on the 
wages paid. The scale averages just 
about the same as all the laundries

“Well, are you making lots of 
money?” was asked of Manager WII 
liam H. Rorick. 

“Oh, not so much,” hereplied. “You 
see, it costs so much to get the work 
out. We can’t do so much nights, and 
expenses are just the same.” 

“Then, running a union laundry is not 
what it's cracked up to be., was ven- 
tured. 

“No,” he replied, decisively. 

“Are you making more money than 
before the strike?” 

“Well, perhaps more in proportion.” 
Rorick said the directors of the com- 
pany had not signed the union agree- 
ment, to his knowledge. He sail none 
had been presented, but could give no 
reason why. 

REPUDIATION POSSIBLE. 

It was suggested that perhaps the 
company contemplates repudiating the 
union after the other laundries have 
shown their ability to run indepen- 
dently. but he would not say such ac- 
tion was planned, nor make a posi- 
tive “denial. 

It is a safe prediction, however, that 
the American will profit by the victory 
of the other laundries and come out 
as a non-union shop after the smoke 
has cleared away. The stockholders 
are finding that even fair dividends are 
impossible under union rule, and they 
will doubtless rebel when interfering 
walking delegates assert the power 
intrusted to them. This cannot be ex- 
pected until the public gaze is turned 
away from the one example of a 
union laundry. 


BENEFIT ENTERTAINMENT. 
BIG CROWD AT THEATER. 
Every seat at the Los Angeles The- 
ater. except those in the gallery, was

Sentence of Five Years Well de- 
served by the House-breaker, Who 
Posed as an Erring Christian—His 
Crimes in Eastern Cities. 


Far from being the good little T. Mu. C. 


A. boy and Harvard graduate which he 


represented himself to be, C. Donald 


Lowrie, who was convicted of burglary 
last week and sentenced to five years 


in San Quentin, is an ex-convict, a 
known crook, and is supposed to be 
wanted in other cities. Ever since his 
arrest here, early this year, and es- 


pecially after the detectives found that 


he had been implicated in a number of 
burglary jobs here and elsewhere in 
this section of the State, they did not 
hesitate to express the opinion that 
Lowrie was only posing as a Christian 
young man in order that his crimes 
might be the more easily covered up. 
From time to time he would admit 
that he had been at this place or that, 
and to each of these places of detect- 
ives wrote requesting 
concerning the past record of the pris- 
oner. The first thing they discovered 
was that the man is an artful liar, for 
letter after letter came back with the 
information that he had not been at 
places mentioned by him, and that he 
was not known to people he declared 
were his warm personal friends. 
Yesterday the Chief of Detectives re- 
ceived a letter from Capt. James E. 
Murray, Inspector of Police at Cam- 
bridge, Mass., which throws more light 
upon the past record of the convicted 
felon than any other information the 
officers here had been able to find. With 
this letter came photographs, which 
show beyond doubt that the man now 
in the County Jail awaiting transporta- 
tion to San Quentin is the same man 
of whom the Massachusetts officer 
wrote. At the outset the letter states 
that the man’s name is Charles D. 
Lowrie, alias Leslie, alias Jennings, 
alias Richardson, and that he is a 
known house burglar. Continuing, the 
letter says: ; 
“He was arrested in our city for sey- 
eral jobs, and was sent to the House 
of Correction (the same as a pentiten-

{ YSTEM OF “FLOATERS” 
ENTIRELY WRONG. 
SO REMARKED JUDGE os TER IN 
COURT YESTERDAY. 


— 


Birdie Childs Released from the City 
Jail for Being Illegally Incarcerated. 
Judge’s Individual Opinion About 
Floaters. ” 


The system of “floaters,” as prac- 
ticed generally in the police courts of 
California, was given another severe 
juit yesterday by Judge Oster of San 
Bernardino, who has been sitting in 
Department Two of the Superior Court 
of this city for the past week. He 
thinks “floaters” are all wrong, and 
demoralizing as well as illegal. 


“The system ought to be done away 


with at once,” said Judge Oster yes- 
terday. 

This expression of his views was 
elicited in connection with habeas cor- 
pus proceedings begun by Mrs. Elia 
Miller in behalf of her daughter, Miss 
Birdie Childs, who was serving a term 
in the city prison for vagrancy. Birdie, 
whose reputation in police circles is 
nothing to speak of, was arrested in 
November, 1899, for keeping late hours 
and associa with known thieves 
and persons of a lewd and dissolute 
character. At first she thought to take 
issue with the people of the great State 
of California on the question of her in- 
nocence and plead not guilty, but sub- 
sequently she decided to withdraw that 
plea and admit her guilt. Doing so 
brought down upon her head a sentence 
for vagrancy of sixty days by Police 
Judge r who suspended sen- 
og and allowed Birdie to float“ out 

wn. 

Nothing more was heard of the 
woman until June 25 last, when she got 
into some sort of trouble down on Main 
street, and was gathered in by a police- 
man to serve her sixty-day “floater” 
of almost two years ago. 

But Birdie did not like the cage. 

Consequently, she sued out a writ 
of habeas corpus on the 2d inst., before 
Judge Allen, who heard h 
denied the petition on the 
technically she was simply an es- 
cape” and whenever caught would have 
to serve her sentence. In this view 
of the situation he remanded her back 
to jail, but took occasion to rap the 
“floater” system savagely because it 
gave judicial powers to police officers, 
whose functions are merely ministerial; 
in other words, it left everything in 
the discretion of a policeman on the 
streets as to whether a person with a 
“floater” over his head should serve 
his sentence or not. But the record of 
the lower court was not before Judge 
Allen, and from the showing made he 
felt he could do nothing else than re- 
mand the prisoner. 

Then Birdie, through her attorney, 
M. E. C. Munday, Esq., took the mät- 


ter before the Supreme Court, and a 


new writ was issued, returnable yes- 
terday in Department Two of the Su- 
perior Court of this county. This was 
the matter heard by Judge Oster. Be- 
fore him was produced the record out 
of Judge Morgan's court. And Bir- 
die wus released. 

Judge Oster held that there could be 
no dispute that passing a sentence was 
a purely judicial act; that staying 
such a judgment was a judicial act, 
and that if such a judgment were 
stayed indefinitely—as in the case of 
“floatera’—it would require nothing 
short of another judicial act to set it 
in operation again. In Birdie’s case, 
according to the record, no judicial re- 
newal of the judgment had been made, 
but she had simply been incarcerated 
by a policeman, a mere minister or 
functionary of the law—which, held the 
court, was unlawful. 

Why.“ said Judge Oster yesterday, 
“this ‘floater’ business is simply a 
handmaid to the rankest kind ot cor- 
ruption, and has done infinite damage 
in the East. Why, it puts an irre- 
sponsible power in the hands of an or- 
dinary policeman. I don’t want to tie 
up Chief Elton’s hands in this matter: 
T am an outsider; nor do I make any 
insinuations, but such a system is 


bound to breed political corruption and 


blackmall. It ought certainly to be 
done away with. 

“In the eyes of the law, if a person 
is guilty and is sentenced to pay the 
penalty of a crime, he ought to do so. 
If he is not guilty, he ought not to do 
so. To find him guilty and sentence 
him, and then turn him loose, is not 
in compliance with the dignity of the 


law. 


“Anyway, the surest way to do away 


with the vagrant and dissolute class is 
to pass stiff, relentless sentences on all 
occasions and enforce them.“ 


Many of the foremost attorneys of 


the State are against the “floater” sys- 
tem. 


When Birdie left the courtroom yes- 


terday, she and some of her followers 
imagined they had won a great victory, 
but, had they realized the significance 
of the judge's ruling, they would have 
been shaking in their boots instead of 
laughing up their sleeves. It is pos-

NARROW ESCAPE OF PROMINENT

Trustee Brock_and Benjamin Pierson

REDLANDS, July 18—[{From The

Mr. Brock, who admits carelessness, 
was driving a somewhat fiery colt up 
Orange street, and was busily engaged 
talking with Mrs. Pierson. His first 
intimation of danger was a horrified 
exclamation from his companion as 
he went out of the buggy over the left 
wheel. Mr. Brock's animal stopped. 
and Mr. Brock looked over his 
shoulder to see a freight car, sur- 
mounted by a shrieking brakeman, 
bearing down on him, and not three 
feet away. He struck the horse, and

UGAB-BEET CROP IS 
A RECORD-BREAKER.

FORMER CROPS OUTDONE AS TO 
QUANTITY AND QUALITY. 


Chino Factory Will Take Fifteen 
Thousand Tons from Santa Ana Val- 
ley—Alamitos Factory Will Have 
Heavy Run—Santa Ana Brevities. 


SANTA ANA, July 18.—{From The 
Times’ Resident Correspondent.}] The 
crop of sugar beets in this valley will 
be very much larger this year than it 
has been for the past several years, 
and the quality promises to be equal, 
if not superior, to any that have ever 
been raised here before. The late 
rains had the effect of maturing many 
fielde that otherwise would have pro- 
duced nothing, and the ranchers will, 
consequently, experiénce a very good 
year with beets. It is conservatively 
estimated now that the Chino factory 
will take at least 15,000 tons of beets 
out of this valley, as against 1500 
tons last year. 

The Alamitos factory will have the 
heaviest run this year, with perhaps 
one exception, that it has had since 
the big sugar house was built. 4A 
great deal of water has been developed 


in the western portion of the valley 


during the past three years, and as 
a result the beet farmers have ascer- 
tained that they do not have to de- 
pend on the natural rainfall in order 
to mature a crop of beets. There seems 
to be plenty of water at no great depth 
in every portion of the beet country 
im the western part of the valley, and 
the ranchers are beginning to cease 
croaking to engage in boring artesian 
wells. So far, there have been very 
few failures in this enterprising work, 
and as a result thousands of acres of 
land are being made to produce won- 
Gerfully under the new order of things.

FOR YOUNG MEN.

V.—TRAINING AND WORK OF AN 
ARCHITECT. 
Asheville, Laramie, Duluth, Arkansas, Mich- 


an City, Oklahoma and Indian Territories. 
ORMERLY there were only three 
F branches of civil government that 
were dignified by the name of pro- 
tesstlons, These were the church, 
law and medicine. Now, however, the 
increase of general knowledge and the 
extension of luxury in living have ele- 
vated other branches of practical 
knowledge to the dignity of profes- 
sions. Among these is architecture. 

Here again are further marks of the 
spirit influencing the general raising 
of the standard of efficiency. It was 
not so very long ago that any one who 
so chose could call himself an archi- 
tect and; if he were fortunate enough 
to secure employment, could render 
service that, owing to the general 
ignorance of architectural possibilities, 
was considered quite satisfactory. 
Now, however, the time is coming, if it 
has not actually arrived, when an 
architect will have to show some evi- 
dence of his ability to design and erect, 
more than is conveyed by the mere 
hanging out of a shingle. 
EDUCATION OF AN ARCHITECT. 

It way be well to consider what 
amount of education and knowledge is 
necessary for the successful pursuit of 
this career. 

First, there must be the general ele- 
mentary knowledge that may be em- 
braced in the ordinary grammar and 
high school curriculum. Beyond this, 
other knowledge is necessary. The col- 
lege education that is preliminary to the 
degree of bachelor of arts is a distinct 
advantage in broadening the view and 
elevating the taste, but this can 
scarcely be said to be a necessity. 

It is almost an absolute requisite 
that an architectural student should 
be enough of a mathematician to re- 
solve readily algebraical. as well as 
trigonometrical formulae; he cannot 


| descriptive geometry 


accidentally let — the result being projection ought to be familiar to him 


have too much geometrical knowledge; 
any problem in practical geometry 
should be child's play to him, whether 
his knowledge of theory be full or not; 
and perspective 


and he should have a general acquaint- 
ance at least with the physical si- 
ences. 

This is quite an extensive programme 
and its assimilation would appear to 
make a college course essential. With- 
out going into the question of the ad- 
vantage or disadvantage of an attend- 
ance throughout a three or four years’ 
course at a college or university—there 
is much that can be said on both 
sides—I will give my opinion that it is 
not really compulsory that the student 
should gen this knowledge at a col- 
lege. It may be obtained by private 
study, and while its acquisition in this 
manner may be difficult and may de- 
mand an amount of self control and 
exercise of will power that is by no 
means by all young men; yet 
if it is acquired this way it will prob- 
ably stay, and the student will have 
the benefit of the three or four years, 
otherwise spent in: a college, fer the 
advancement of his purely technical 
education in an office or elsewhere. 

BECOMING A DRAUGHTSMAN. 

The knowledge embraced in this pro- 
gramme may be said to be preliminary. 
The architect should have this in addi- 
tion to strictly architectural knowl- 
edge and education. First of this spe- 
cial equipment is a power of drawing; 
he should be so far a master of the 
pencil as to be able to express himself 
on paper in the form of drawing with 
the same facility as in writing; his 
hand and eye should be so educated 
that the hand will go in any direction 
without appreciable effort. If he is 
writing he does not have to think 
in what direction the pencil should go 
to make a letter—he just thinks of the 
letter, and even this sub-consciously, 
and it appears on the paper; so he 
should be able to draw, that his men- 
tal effort can be entirely concentrated 
on a point beyond the mere produc- 
tion of the line. He should be able to 


think of style, proportion, composition, 
and, in fact, the whole problem, and 
the actual delineation will come of it- 
self. 

He must know as much as he can 
about architectural styles and history, 
what others have done, and where and 
when and how; this he must know or 
he will not have any power of doing 
good work himself. He must also have 
a familiar knowledge of all kinds of 
building construction. It would be 
well if all architectural students actu- 
ally worked for some time on the 
scaffold or at the bench, as this actual 
knowledge “in the hand” is of great 
advantage. However, the student 
must learn in some way quite a eat 
deal of the methods of construction, so 
that he can see when he creates a de- 
ien how it can be carried out, and 
how it can be carried out econom- 
ically. If one man shall design some- 
thing and by his knowledge of con- 
struction so delineate his object that 
it shall cost. say, 3100, and another man 
shall take that design and produce it 
by his knowledge of economical con- 
struction for $90, the second man has 
a 10 per cent. advantage of the first, 
and this ability cannot fail to tell. 

The student should spend consider- 


1— in a school of art work bear- 
be 


ng upon his special line, drawing 
and painting from the cast or models; 
also from the figure, antique or life; 
he: should also have practice in aca- 
demic design—that is, purely intellec- 
tual and ideal composition—for the 
monumental and magnificent creation 
of architectural forms. 

There is little doubt that this aca- 
demic practice is pursued in its high- 
est expression at the Ecole des Beaux 
Arts in Paris, and happy is the stu- 
dent whose lot in life includes this op- 
portunity. 


WORK IN AN ARCHTTECT'S 
OFFICE. 


A great deal of his studies must be 
pursued in an architect's office, as a 
working draughtsman; to be a good 
architect his training to a large ex- 
tent must be of this character, and the 
longer time he spends in a good office 
as a draughtsman, and if possible as 
superintendent on actual work, the 
better it is for him. 

This appears to be quite a formidable 
lot of work to go through, and unfor- 
tunately it is rarely that we see a 
student who has gone through it: 
without such work the result is poorly 
equipped architects. 

The average draughtsman has little 
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special education and consequently the 
average draughtsman commands a 
raughtsmen are plenti- 
ful who are worth $12 or $15 a week, 
but are rare who command $30 or $40 a 
week. Poor draughtsmen cannot get 


| positions except in times of rush; but 
Topeka & Santa Fé Railway, half a 


let a man come along who is worth $40, 
$50 or $60 a week and he can get work 
in a large office any day. 

When a young man has obtained his 
general anl professional education, it 
is of great advantage to him if he can 

et a position as foreman in a fairly 
— office. He then has experience to 
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of an architect in independent bers 
tice; he has to produce plans for /bulld- 
ing projects in their completeness; he 
has to produce them economically; for 
architects expect to carry on their pro- 
fession s0 as to make a profit, just as 
merchants do. To fill the position suc- 
cessfully he must be a good judge of 
men; he must be politic, for the office 
routine must be carried on without 
friction, yet rapidly and efficiently. 
This throws him to a great extent upon 
his own resources. He may have from 
six to fifty or sixty men whose work 
he must supervise and control; some 
of these are sure to be difficult to deal 
with, but he must deal with them, and 
he must do it alone; he cannot get 
much help from the employer, who has 
his own troubles, and who will tell him 
at once, if he asks help, that he must 
get along by himself—that is what he 
is hired for. He must work in his em- 
ployer’s interest, and see that all do 
their work and do it well. He has to 
attend to a multitude of details in 
watching the men, in laying out and 
apportioning work, in keeping each 
man employed, in checking up draw- 
ings and seeing that in their final 
shape the plans are correct, complete 
and well executed. 
DEALING WITH CLIENTS. 

On the other hand, he has to see 
clients and discuss work with them 
just as though he were a practicing 
architect.. Thus he gets a fund of ex- 
perience of the highest value to him in 
after life. He sees how clients are ob- 
tained, how they are served, how they 
are kept. He gets to know the value 
of work, how much such and such a 
service is worth, how charges are made 
and when, how fees are collected—in 
short. how business is handled, corre- 
spondence and office routine are car- 
ried on, and a thousand little things 
which crop up in the day’s work, and 
this without any financial responsibil- 
ity of his own. 

This portion of the architect’s busi- 
ness is very important, and is rarely 
obtained, except by painful experience 
after hanging out the shingle; but if 
au man can get the position of foreman 
in a large office he can acquire in a 
few years experience that is simply in- 
valuable in after life. 

Now, when a man has gone through 
all this, what then? He is perhaps 30 
years old, and would like to get into 
business for himself. What should 
he do? 

GOING INTO BUSINESS. 

It would appear from observation 
that even if a man has considerable 
ability and experience, if he depends 
merely upon these, and opens an office, 
unless he has influential friends who 
can push him, ‘he will have consider- 
able difficulty in obtaining work. Abil- 
ity and experience are good, but he 
must have opportunity. It is not con- 
sidered ethical for a man to advertise 
as an architect; itis impossible, in 
fact, for him to do so like a dry goods 
man; he has no fire sale stock to an- 
nounce; even if he did advertise his 
name ag an architect, if he was 
known, it would probably have no ef 


fect; he is at the crucial point of his 


career. If he can get work, well and 
good, but can he? 

To the writer it appears that the best 
chance the young man has comes to 
him through acting upon the principle 
which appears to govern most other 
professions, but which has not de- 
veloped sufficiently in the architect's 
profession, namely, the principle of 


specialism. 

The practice of civil architecture 
that is, all kinds of building except 
military—is of such wide pe that no 
one man can expect to be thorough'y 
equipped in more than one special di- 
rection. A man might plan a good 
residence who would make a failure o: 
building a theater; he might bu.i! a 
good church but fail entirely on a cot- 
ton factory. An office building cells 
for quite different treatment from that 
of a school buildirg. ; 
SPECIALIZING IN ARCHITECTLPE. 

Some branches of architecture are 
already appropriated by specialists, 
end the general practitioner makes a 
poor showing when he attempts to 
compete with a man who confines his 
practice to one line. F.r instance, an 
episcopal church was projected; one of 
these men who can do it “just as well’ 
went to see the priest with a pla 1. On 
looking it over the priest said: “Where 
do you put the altar?” Oh! do you 
have an altar?“ asked the architect. 
Well.“ was the reply, it is usual to 
have one.“ “Oh, I did not know,” said 
the versatile architect, “but I can 
make a little change like that if you 
will tell me what you want.” He did 
not get the work. Considering that 
the altar is the most important thing 
in a church that has one, the idea of 
a “little change” is good. 

The branches of architecture which 
would afford reasonable prospect of 
full work for an architect taking u 
any one of them are many, and eac 
calls for its special equipment for sat- 
isfactory prosecution. 

Office buildings, school buildings, 
county and municipal buildings, resi- 
dences and apartment buildings, fac- 
tories, breweries, State capitols, mu- 
seums, libraries, art galleries and 
churches are a few of such special 
branches. 

Some of these again can be subdi- 
vided—churches, for example. A man 
who can get episcopal churches can 
rarely touch Roman Catholic churches, 
nor can a Roman Catholic church arch- 
itect receive much consideration at the 
hands of a methodist church commit- 
tee. 

MASTERING A SPECIALTY. 


Whatever branch is taken up the 
architect should endeavor to get to 
know all about it. He should get every 
book that he can bearing upon it. He 
should see all the examples of it that 
come in his way, studying out the good 
points and the bad points, finding out 
why they are good or He should 
never let an example with bad fea- 
tures go by without thinking out a 
better solution. He should accumu- 
late drawings and designs by good 
men of the specialty; above all, he 
should never copy. The general idea, 
of course, is somewhat restricted in 
most lines of work; for instance, in the 
general plan or arrangement of a 
church, the fundamental idea is to an 
extent uniform, but the minor varia- 
tions of detail in arrangement and 
convenience and architectural treat- 
ment offer illimitable opportunity for 
originalty. 

Be as individual as you can, but 
never strive after originality for its 
own sake. The safe way is to take 
some definite style and work in it,

At a late hour this afternoon the jury 
returned a verdict of acquittal.

is that for ten hours on Wednesday he 


“was falsely imprisoned. 
Quoting from the bill on this point. 
it is alleged “that on July 17, 1901. in 


the City of Los Ange es, the defendants . 


wrongtuliy, uniawfuiiy and maliciously 
caused and procured the plaintiff to be 
wrongfully. unlawfully and falsely im- 
prisene and retrained and deprived of 
his liberty and against his will, for a 
period of ten hours.” 

This is vhy ve mow asks the courts 
to give him damages in $10,000 and 
costs of suit. | 

NOTE 1D IT. 

The entire trovble rows out of ar 
old judgment in vor of the bank 
against Meginnis for $1577.72, and costs 
of a foreclosure suit in $12.75. This suit 
was begun on May 51, 1990. to fereclose 
@ promissory note of $968.50, dated 
June 1, 1896. As soon as the judgmen 
Was obtained an execution was issued 
and put in the hands of the Sherilf, 
but nothing could te found on which 
to levy.
